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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner finds explanation regarding 112, 1st 
rejection persuasive and therefore, 112, 1st rejection is withdrawn. However, the Examiner does not find Applicant's argument persuasive 
regarding art rejections. 

On the 6th - 7th page of Remarks, Applicant argues that Yuan reference does not teach "an electrical pulse driving means.... arranged to 
supply drive signals which provide a predetermined grey level by driving the cholesteric liquid crystal material, within a predetermined time 
period, into homeotropic state in a fraction of said predetermined time period and into the planar state in the remainder of said 
predetermined time period, said fraction being selected in accordance with the grey level." The Examiner respectfully disagrees to this 
assertion. 

Yuan discloses that the homoetropic state is achieved by applying a voltage higher than an intermediate voltage (see col. 11, lines 5-13). 
The homoetropic state relaxes to planer or focal conic state as the applied voltage is released quickly or slowly, respectively (col. 1 1 , lines 
25-38). Therefore, Yuan clearly teaches an electrical pulse driving means to supply drive signals which provide a predetermined grey level 
by driving the cholesteric liquid crystal material (col. 3, line 56 - col. 4, line 4), within a predetermined time period, into homeotropic state in 
a fraction of said predetermined time period and into planer state (col. 11, lines 5-13, 25-38) (Note: dependent claims 46 and 47 
describes "...said predetermined time period is sufficiently short..."). 
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
